Here are some facts about the 
most common species which may 
be helpful in selecting the right 
tree for your home: 
Balsam fir — once the most 
commonly used, is now relatively 
scarce. It has short, flat, dark 
green needles attached to oppo­ 
site sides of the limbs in a feath­ 
er like arrangement.

Make a Wreath 
To make a wreath, use a 
wire hoop or eoat hanger bent 
into a circle. Wire pine needles 
to the hoop with short pieces 
of wire. Add pine needles un­ 
til the foundation wreath is at 
least two inches deep. Then 
wire on pieces of evergreen 
and berries. If the foundation 
is firmly made, the evergreen 
and berries may be stuck into 
the pine needles. 


A rope °f evergreens is easy 
enough to make, say the experts, 
and might go well over your 
door frame, mantel or along a 
stair rail. 
Materials: rope long enough 
for your needs, short lengths of 
wire (15 to 18 inches), short 
sprays of evergreen (cedar is 
especially good K balls, bows, 
red berries or bells. 
Place a bunch of evergreen 
against the rope and fasten in 
place with wire. Repeat length 
of rope. Drape as desired.

At the 
great medieval Christmas ban­ 
quets the head was garlanded 
with rosemary and bay, and 
an orange or an apple was 
thrust between the teeth.

Farmers Gas Tax Credit 
We have had many inquiries 
in 
recent 
months 
about 
the 
Federal 
gasoline 
tax 
refund 
forms. We had information that 
we would not receive the forms 
this year but the tax refund 
would be figured as a pait of 
the regular income tax. 
The 
following changes as per in­ 
formation from 1RS Publication 
No. 
308, 
received 
this week 
from the District 
Director of 
Internai Revenue S e r v i c e 
which might help answer some 
of your questions. 
For years prior to July 1, 
1965, farmers were required to 
file a separate claim form in 
order to receive a refund of the 
four cents per gallon Federal 
excise tax on the gasoline used 
on 
their 
farms 
for 
farming 
purposes. The period 
covered 
by 
this 
annual 
refund 
was 
July 2 to June 30, 
and 
the 
claim had to be filed by Sept­ 
ember 30, of each year. 
The law now 
provides that 
farmers are no longer required 
to file a separate claim for the 
tax. Instead they will take the 
tax as a credit against their in­ 
come tax on the annual income 
tax return. The new period will 
be the same as the income tax 
year; and, this year only, will 
also include tax on gasôline 
used after June 30, 1965 to the 
beginning of the current 
tax 
year. If the claim for the gas 
tax 
exceeds 
the income 
tax 
otherwise owing, the balance 
will be refunded to the farmer 
Another change in the law 
provides for a refund of the six 
cent a gallon Federal tax on 
lubricating oil used other than 
in a highway 
motor vehicle. 
TTius. in addition to 
credit 
for 
the gas tax, farmers 
are 
also entitled to a credit for the 
tax on certain lubrication oils. 
Federal tax on diesel and spe­ 
cial motor fuels will now be 
included. 
You should keep sufficient re­ 
cords to enable the Internal Re­ 
venue Service to verify the ac­ 
curacy of the amount claimed. 
The County Extension Agent 
office has ordered a supply of 
these publications for distribu­ 
tion in the county, and ^hould 
have them available soon, or 
order one direct from the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service in Dal­ 
las., Texas.
